The Lasker Resolutions. 


Reference has heretofore been made 


lo the refusal of Prince Bismaick to 
transmit to the German Reichstag a 
resolution of condolence concerning 
the death of Dr. Edward Lasker. 
The 


official correspondence concerning the 
same was laid before Congress Mon- 
day. 
Prince Bismarck's letter court- 


eously acknowldeged the se ntimcnt of 
regret cxpressc d by the House at the 
death of Lasker, and shares therein in 
the name of 
1 Ihe people, but declines 


to transmit to .the German Parliament 
tot ,the reason that in the resolution it, 
is said in regard to Lasker that "his 
constant exposition of free and liberal 
ideas have materially advanced 
the 


social, 
1 political and economic condi- 


tion of those people." 


Hisnwrck*say.s; 
From my knowledge of the course 


the political and economic government 
of the German people has taken, I 
cannot regard this opinion as one in 
accordance with the facts I have wit- 
nessed. I would not venture my judg- 
ment to that of an illustrious assembly 
like the House of Representatives of 
the United Slates, if I had not gained, 
during an active participation in Ger- 
man internal politics of more than 
thirty years, an experience that en- 
courages me to attach also to my 
opinion a certain competency within 
these limits. 


After the, correspondence had been 


read to the House, Representative 
Hiscock, of New York, immediately 
offered the following resolutions, which 
were referred to the Committee upon 
Foreign Affairs; 


"WHEREAS, 
It has come lo the 


knowledge of the House that a com- 
munication; from it to the Parliament of 
the German Empire, entirely friendly 
in its intent, respectful in its character, 
and sent through regular channels of 
international communication, has been 
arbitrarily intercepted and returned by 
a person holding ihe position of Chan- 
cellor of the German Empire; there- 
fore be it 
"Resolved, That this House can 


not but express its surprise and regret 
that it should be, even temporarily, 
within the po'ver of a single, too pow- 
erful subject, to interfere with such a 


laboring interests from the enforced

duced for this reason, 


It closes thus; 
"Your committee 


therefore report that it be passed as a 
measure of partial relief lo ihc people 
from unnecessary tuxes, as a measure 
of justice to the Commission and 
conducive to the general prosperity." 


The minority report says that the 


bill passed last March was in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the 
Tariff Commission; thai the reductions 
thus made were Ihe lowest that could 
be made with safety, and that ihe law 
having only

in 
force 
for 


eight months, there has not been 
suf- 


ficient time to test its workings, and 
that meddling with it now can but re- 
sult in detriment to the business inter- 
ests of Ihe country. 


It says that while tho bill was under 


consideration by the committee, the 
evidence ol the representatives of the 
varied business interests was adduced, 
and not one of them asked for a re- 
duction. 


In the face of this the reduction of 


20 per cent. j. roposed in the bill is 
plainly against the wishes of the busi- 
ness interests. In addition to the ob- 
jections outlined above, they oppose 
the bill because they assert it will un- 
settle business, reduce the price of 
labor, increase 
foreign imposition 


and thereby increase the revenues, to 
which all object; "it is wholly unnec- 
essary, unjustifiable, and in every as-

ry to plant and harvest the crops of 
the Northwest," according to the Si 
l-'aul Pioneer

The crop of the Northwest is wheat, 
and as nearly all the labor required lo 
seed and harvest it is performed in a 
few months, usually from the first of 
May to the first 
of October—rarely 


six months—everything must be done 
with a rush. 
Farmers who raise noth- 


ing but wheat cannot afford 
to hire 


hdp all the yt-ai around, and this fact 
renders it very difficult to (obtain 
ih<! 


necessary asistancc when it Is needed 
during the busy season. 
Wages are 


high on account of this fact, and 
Ihe 


wheat raiser finds 
himself compelled 


to depend upon mechanical 
aid in- 


stead of muscle, 
II is questionable 


whether it is more 
profitable. 
To 


properly equip a farm of even 
160 


acres with all machinery necessary 
to plow the ground, seed il, harvest 
and thrash Ihe grain, requires a large 
outlay of money, 
The total 
outlay 


for wagons, plows, harrows, seeders, 
and harvesters necessary to work a 
farm of this size is about $700, 
This 


is an outlay that must be made before 
Ihe farmer can realise from his first 
crop. 
It is not to be supposed that 


cash is required lo buy all this machin- 
ery, 
The farmer can buy his entire 


outfit on credit Mortgages are often 
taken, but nol as a rule, 
The agents 


of reapers and harvesters require no 
security beyond a simple note of hand. 
Early in the spring a perfect array of 
"machine men," as the agents arc 
called, invade the Northwest to 
take 


orders. A farmer can buy a harvester 
or whatever lie needs and have it de- 
livered in his field, set up all ready to 
slarl, even to being supplied 
with 


twine for the binder, by simply giving 
his note of hand, without security, and 
drawing seven per 
cent 
interest. 


These notes run from two to 
three 


years, and arc often renewed if the in-
